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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Counsel's newly presented arguments are not 
persuasive. It is true that, none of the references explicitly state "fully" activating a binder (i.e. lower melting) component of ; 
multicomponent filaments. However, one in the art reading the applied references in their totality would have reasonably understood that 
the activation of a binder (i.e. lower melting) component by melting requires at least substantially completely (if not completely) the lowe 
melting component. Note that, the prior office action did not indicate that fully activating binder component reads partially melting binder 
component, but rather such reads on melting binder component. One in the art would have readily understood that the office action was 
intended to convey at least substantially completely (if not completely) melting binder component of multicomponent filaments to fully 
activate the binder component.
